The position of B.C. Indians 
was also indicated in the report of 
the B.C. Advisory Committee and 
the director of the Indian Advisory 
Act, Mr. R. J. McInnes. 

He presents an encouraging re- 
port on increased integration in 
public .schools—half of all Indian 
school-age children now attend 
them—and he calls for a change in 
the racial attitude of both Indians 
and white people in this part of the 
world: 

A recognized artist is told that 
he “doesn’t rate.” School trustees 


with Grade 12 or better educations 
find difficulty in locating adequate 
jobs, and the director of the Indian 
Advisory Act calls for a change 
of outlook not only by white people 
towards Indians but by Indians to- 
wards white people. These are dis- 
turbing remarks. 

We have a long way to go to 
achieve equality of opportunity. 
There is, however, some movement 


toward that end, though it may be  trred 


revealed merely in the recognition 
of the need to progress. Apathy at 
least is diminishing.

But, 
says the association, in Victoria 
elementary schools during 1964-65, 
the ratio was 35.7 pupils per 
teacher, compared with the classes 
of 30 pupils which the association 
would like to see established. 
Assuming there is a sufficient 


* number of competent teachers to 
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meet all needs, it is difficult to 
argue against a reduction to the 


' 30-to-1 ratio, except on grounds of 


cost. . | 


On a rough mathematical basis, 


this would require six teachers to 
handle classes now conducted by 
five. The teaching costs would, on 
this figuring, run to about 20 per 
cent more than is now being paid. 

The advantages of the small 
class under a suitable teacher are 
widely recognized. Now if the 
teachers can suggest a means 
whereby the financing can be ac- 
complished without pain to the tax- 
payers, the reduction of .classes 
should follow quickly. 

As the situation exists here, 
however, one important question 
remains unanswered: If the supply 
of excellent teachers is limited— 
‘and the existence of low certifica- 
tion is admitted—does the student

Needs of Sick Not Being Met 
Hospital Official Maintains

A-worsening situation of overcrowding and 

obsolete facilities in capital district hospitals was 
__outlined to the Victoria Rotary Club today. 

Patrick Blewett, assistant‘ administrator at St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, underlined his story with photo- 
graphs taken in various hospitals. 

~He charged at a luncheon meeting Of the club 
at Empress Hotel that the needs of the sick and 
the injured in this community are not being met. 

His slides and commentary revealed: 

@ There are still 1,700 people 
sion to acute hospital beds and the shortage of beds 
is increasing by 30 beds every 12 months. 

@ Persons who are ill but not in danger are 
waiting up to three months for hospital admission.

Mr. Blewett charged that 
Victoria “unlike most areas 
in this province and in this 
country,”” has never developed 
a systematic approach to- 
wards the provision of capital 
funds for hospitals.” 

He said hospitals are them- 
selves responsible for 35 per 
cent of new construction 
costs, one-third of renovation 
costs and two-thirds of the 
cost of equipment, 

The practice has been to 
raise these amounts by public 
appeals. Last November an 
attempt was made to bring 
all the municipalities and dis- 
tricts of the capital region in- 
to a plan whereby a regular 
income would come to hos- 
pitals through a property tax 
levy. The plam was defeated

On the 
contrary the staff recognizes 
the deficiencies and puts forth 
an extra effort to ensure that 
the quality of care is equally 
as good as will be found any- 
where.

“The point I make is, how 
Jong are we going to be, sat- 
isfied with having our sick 
cared for in sub-standard hos- 
pital facilities?” 

Mr. Biewett charged that 
Victoria “unlike most areas 
in this province and in this 


_ country,” has never developed 


a systematic approach to- 
wards the provision of capital 
funds for hospitals.” 

He said hospitals are them- 
selves responsible for 35 per 
cent of new construction 
costs, one-third of renovation 
costs and two-thirds of the 
cost of equipment, 

The practice has been to 
raise these amounts by public 
appeals. Last November an 
attempt was made to bring 
all the municipalities and dis- 
tricts of the capital region in- 
to a plan whereby a regular 
income would come to hos- 
pitals through a property tax 
levy. The plan was defeated 
by ratepayers.

A small Colwood crossroads community of young 
families spent the past week in fear of their children's

Matter of Time

tween Mao and Chiang. Neither will 
accept a Two-China policy, sensible as 
it would be. For each has staked his 
life on the thesis that there is only one 
China and that he is the leader of it. 
_._ Civil wars are never easy to settle, 
as we have the strongest reasons for 
knowing. It is a hundred years since the 
end of our civil war, and only in our 
day are we seeing the advent of a new 
generation who have got beyond the old 
issues. The same pattern is likely to 
apply in all the divided countries. Some 
day, after Mao and Chiang are gone, 
there will be.a new generation of Chi- 
nese in Peking and Taipei who will 
compose the quarrel. Something like 
that is likely to happen in Germany; the 
country will reunite when the Stalinist 
agents and the anti-Russians, the Nazis 
and the anti-Nazis have. passed on. 


Distant Settlement —, 


This puts off into the rather distant 
future the prospect of a general settle- 
ment in Asia. For without the partici- 
pation and goodwill of a satisfied China, 
no Asian settlement can, I believe, be 
imagined. The crucial problem before 
us today is how to.live -throngh what 
may be a long interval of time—perhaps 


* (a generation of time—without -precipi- 


tating or slithering into that great war 
which, though no one in-his senses can 
want it, is an ever-present possibility. 

In trying to solve the problem of 
preserving the general peace in the long 
interval before a settlement becomes 
possible, we ¢an rely on the fact that 
all the great powers concerned, all the 
powers cabable of waging a great war.

GROUP OF PACIFISTS 


BOSTON (UPI)—A jeering crowd of 25 to 30 high school 
students today beat and stomped a group of pacifists includ- 
ing four who burned draft cards on the steps of a courthouse. 
One pacifist was hospitalized. ’ 

The students who were en route to school charged into 
11 pacifists assembled on the steps of South Boston District 
Court: where four of them set their draft cards afire. 

The 11 were at court for arraignment on charges stem- 
ming from a peace demonstration last Friday outside the 
Boston army base. The pacifists are members of the New 
England Committee for Non-Violent Action. 

As the four ignited their draft cards, the students moved 
in-with cries of “‘Yellow,”’ “Coward” and “‘Chicken."’

Labor Party headed into a strong lead on. the: basis
